This afternoon at 5 p.m. In 
Room 250 of the Biology Building 
the Film Society will present the 
Russian film, "Experiments in the 
Revival of Organisms", and two 
Maya Deren film, "Land" and 
Studies in Choreography". "Ski 
Chase", originally scheduled to be 
presented on the same program, Is 
unobtainable this week but may 
be shown at some later date. 

"Revival of Organisms" Is of 
particular interest to Biology, pre- 
medlcal and medical students. It 
shows the famous experiments of 
Soviet scientists in the killing of 
dogs and their subspquent revival, 
and the maintenance of life In the 
isolated head of a dog by means of 
maintaining an artificial circula- 
tion and supply of oxygen. 

"Land" and "Studies in Choreo- 
graphy" are now departures in the 
realm of motion pictures. They are 
the completely new and original 
productions of Maya Deren and 
deal with impressionism In modern 
art and the possibilities of the 
motion picture camera in this field.

United States 
Crash Bound 
Says Jolliff e 

'The world today is making a 
choice between two ways of life 
and Free Enterprise is not one of 
them. The choice is between De- 
mocratic Socialism led by London, 
and Communism led 1 by Moscow," 
stated Mr. E. B. Jolliffe recently 
reelected President of the Ontario 
section of the C.C.F., speaking be 
fore a meeting of McGill students 
yesterday. He spoke In the Grill- 
room on the subject. "Can We 
Avoid the Next Depression?" 

Mr. Jolliffe went on to say that 
the United States is headed for 
the biggest crash in world history, 
a crash that would make the crash 
of 1929 look like a mere slump, 
for despite its preponderant econo- 
mic power at the moment, the 
United States has made no provis- 
ions for avoiding a future depres- 
sion. The recent elections in the 
U.S. were not, he stated, "a swing 
to the right, but the replacement 
of a reactionary group with a 
sprinkling of progressives by an- 
other group." On the basis of those 
facts. Mr. Jolliffe advised students 
to think twice before they decld 
ed to leave Canada for an ap 
parently better position in the 
United States. 

Mr. Jolliffe stated that an ex- 
ample of the present drive of the 
reactionaries In Canada was the 
sabotage of the Dominion-Provin 
cial. Conference by Drew and 
Duplessls.

Dr. Albert Roper, Secretary Gen- 
eral of the Provisional International 
Civil Aviation Organisation, will 
speak in the McGill Union this 
afternoon at five o'clock. The meet- 
ing, sponsored by the International 
Relations Club, promises to be the 
highlight of this year's activity at 
McGill University as Dr. Roper is 
not only an authority on the sub- 
ject of International aviation but 
also* one of the outstanding' figures 
in the world today. 

WORLD WAR I VET 

Dr. Roper was a captain in the 
French Air Force in the last war 
and by 1918 he was commanding 
a fighter squadron. In 1820 he 
was awarded the C.B.E. Holder of 
seventeen decorations, Dr. Roper 
was mobilized again in 1040. this 
time as Colonel attached to the 
General Staff. A graduate from 
the Faculty of Law In Paris,- Dr. 
Roper attended the 1921 Washing-

Air 
Navigation after the First world 
war, retired from all other offices 
and ably led this organisation of 
which he is still Secretary General 
When PICAO becomes permanent, 
the ICAN will disappear and the 
new ICAO will be Dr. Roper's 
main concern. 

No praise is too great for Mr. 
Roper, At the last Assembly of 
the PICAO, in Montreal, he was 
awarded the Croix de Comman- 
deur de l'Ordre d'Orange et Nas- 
sau by the Dutch Government. 
HISTORY OF CIVIL AVIATION 

Today, he will speak on the His- 
tory of the International Organi- 
zation of Civil Aviation. Specially 
invited guests who are expected to 
be present to hear Dr. Roper are 
numerous faculty members Includ- 
ing Professor Scott, Professor 
Cohen, Professor Kimble and many 
outstanding personalities in the 
aviation field. Among the latter 
will be representatives of the In- 
ternational Air Transport Associa- 
tion and of the National Delegation 
to IATA and PICAO. Also present 
will be Mr. George Ponsford, Di- 
rector of Air Services of Ontario.

Three hundred and twenty stud- 
ent veterans are expected to in- 
vade the Dawson campus with the 
advent of the New Year, it was 
announced today by Vice-Principal 
'A. H. S. Gillson, as he outlined 
some of the measures necessitated 
by this large Influx. Plans are al- 
ready .under way for the extension 
of housing and teaching facilities, 
he added, although some incoming 
married veterans will be required 
to reside in Lachine. and to com- 
mute from those residences to St. 
Johns. • 

The white Christmas we've wait- 
ed for is drawing near, and, as 
students are well aware, is bringing 
with it a flood of examinations and 
an atmosphere of intensity and ex- 
pectation. At Dawson College, add- 
ed to the regular excitement, are 
the movements of half-term stu- 
dents packing books and baggage 
before bidding a final adieu, and 
leaving for Montreal, when exami- 
nations have been completed. For 
a period the Dawson campus will 
be still, as domltory pin-ups await 
students who are home for the holi- 
days. 

With Christmas over, new life 
will spring into Dawson, for with 
the end of the vacation come an 
estimated 320 student vets to flood 
and pack to the limit each and 
every available room and Dorm on 
he premises. Eighty Artsmen, 70 
Commerce students and 170 
Sclencemen students are expected 
to arrive.^ swelling the class rooms 
and injecting new, exuberant life 
into campus doings. Leaving Daw- 
son, with many a pleasant memory, 
and many a sigh of despair at be- 
ing forced to leave x food line-ups, 
will be 41 Commerce and 30 Arts 
students. 

In order to efficiently handle the 
increased number of students, the 
teaching staff too .will be aug- 
mented, and the profiles of many 
a new teacher will be imprinted 
upon Dawson's downy pillows. New 
courses might be found on the cur- 
riculum, and extended quarters for 
the architects,, and a new drafting 
room are good probabilities. A new 
time table will then be announced 
and once more confusion will ov- 
ertake late sleepers and unwary 
bodies. , 

The Dawson Co-Weds Corner Is 
completely occupied, and this fac- 
tor will quire married veterans to 
reside at Lachine, and to commute 
to St Johns. However, it is noted 
that Lachine couples will take over 
the Corner as half-term students 
leave. 

With the influx of veterans, Daw- 
son gains not only a crowd of 
new students, but a renewed surge 
of the already prevalent spirit of 
good will and intensive study, that 
will add more to the rich tradition 
of this new educational centre.

Meeting Hears 
Panel Reports 
From NFCUS 



Panel committee reports for the 
coming national conference of the 
National Federation of Canadian 
University Students occupied the 
major part of last night's regular 
meeting of the Students Executive 
Council. 

Reports were heard from the six 
committees embracing Education. 
Employment, Housing, Scholarship 
Students Government and Cultural 
Exchange and the recommendations 
of the committees were considered 
by the meeting. Main results were 
that these rcommendatlons will be 
discussed at the coming Conference 
in Toronto and recommendations oi 
the national body brought to thr 
local S.E.C. for ratification. . 

Main points in the reports were: 
Scholarship — 1) to further ex- 
change scholarships with other un- 
iversities; 2) to furnish scholar- 
ships in industry for a greater in- 
terest by students in Industrial 
fields. Several other recommenda- 
tions were Included in the report. 

The committee on housing urged 
more cooperative resdiences as the 
best and most reasonable means, fi- 
nancially for students to obtain 
proper residences. 

A clarification of the powers of 
the S.E.C., the question of a rep- 
resentative quorum and the ques- 
tion of rep by pop were among the 
recommendations of the committee 
on student government. This group 
also studied the athletics setup here 
and at other universities and urged 
some reforms. The questions will 
be referred to the Council after the 
conference in Toronto has givn the 
various cases a thorough airing. 

The employment panel commit- 
tee recommended among other 
items the inclusion of students on 
policy-making bpards on employ- 
ment at, universities, and that sum- 
mer employment be encouraged, 
regardless of financial need, as on 
integral part of education. 

Unofficial delegates to the con- 
ference will Include Ann Ryan, 
head of the cultural exchange com- 
mittee; Harold Ames, Council re- 
presentative to the local NFCUS 
body, and Ted Blockley of the 
newly-elected Council. ■ 

A report and the submission of 
a budget were also received by the 
meeting from the Veterans Society 
and the National Conference chair- 
man, Len Starkey.

LONDON: The determination of 
Pandit Nehru and the Congress 
Party to frame their own constitu- 
tion for India received a reply yes- 
terday from the House of Lords 
when Lord Pethick-Lawrence, Sec- 
retary of State for India, announced 
that the Constituent Assembly, now 
sitting in New Delhi, must abide 
by the British plan. 

LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y.: Albania, 
replying to Greek charges that they 
are fomenting the current strife 
in Northern Greece, . charged yes- 
terday that the Greek Government 
was trying to provoke war against 
Its neighbors and demanded that a 
commission to sent to Greece to in- 
vestigate the situation. 

PARIS: Socialist Premier Leon 
-Blum formed an all Socialist cabi- 
net yesterday after failing to bring' 
Communists and their opponents 
Into a coalition caretaker govern- 
ment 

PEIPING: Chinese Government 
military authorities reported that 
the long beseiged Shansl Province 
fell to the Communists Sunday, 
just as Nationalists forces hove 
Into sight .

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Post War Citizens 

The stimulating effects of War have long de- 
parted from the staid civilian population, and 
are now in the process of dissolving from' the 
composition of the ex-serviceman's way of life. 
Wars arc-not a new phenomena, historians have 
recorded the after effects of tensions in the past, 
however this latest social upheaval is attempting 
to branch along an entirely new unpaved path; 
and it is along this path that we shall be either 
swept aside like dead leaves, from one side of the 
street to the other, or else the road will in a per- 
iod of time become paved and landscaped to- 
wards new horizons.

The young, impressionistic mind soaked and 
absorbed the romantic and the traditional when 
he found himself exposed to the mellow folkways 
of an ancient civilization. The less sensitive did 
not learn much for he felt that there was not 
much to be learned. 

'War routine has produced an extrovert ten- 
dency. The individual soldier was able to follow 
destruction from a personal basis while at the 
same time view the entire operation from an 
impersonal level. Due to this extrovert trend, 
two visible stereotypes have developed: one, is 
the dislike for anything unhealthy, the other is 
a parrot-flocking towards new individualistic 
doctrines which allow each human being a ration- 
al vindication for individual life and creative 
effort. The first type is largely due to the forced 
manifestations of a prisoner-of-war camp. The 
second is far more basic having its roots firmly 
entrenched before the war, and has merely util- 
ized the struggle as a convenient and visible 
scapegoat for disillusionment. . 

Arnercia has not experienced the. unity and 
cleavings of War— Europe has — and as a result 
we in America are slowly becoming a very staid 
and conservativev country, while war-scarred 
Europe has trodden in the diametrically opposite 
direction. The conservatism of pre-war Europe 
is being replaced by a retrospective analysis, 
resulting in progressive thought. Excluding the 
material necessities of food> clothing and Art; 
the young exposed mind who has recently re- 
turned from an entirely different form of be- 
haviour 1b finding it easier to adjust himself in 
Europe than to re-adjust himself in America. 

the large majority of former fliers, seamen 
and army personnel have already faded into the 
oblivion from whence they came; their exper- 
ience, though vivid, did not have a ready and 
pliable palate upon which to leave indelible 
marks, although faint glimmers of a spark will 
occasionally be recalled under the stimulus of 
similar crowd psychology ( "remember when we 
were" vein. These people are unimportant, basic- 
ally they are the same stoic citizens who left 
this country and in a very short period will once 
more become "good citizens." 

The trouble is seeded in a small minority, who 
(as a result of their war experiences) have a 
forced drive instilled upon their views. They 
have taken a fine delicate subjective as well as 
objective view of their war impressions, and are 
using these past experiences as a criterion for 
their future life. They have developed an ex- 
tremely brittle dual personality. All of us are 
the possessors of a dual personality — a psycho- 
somatic dualism which perpctuntes in times of 
emotional stress— these chaps have stabilitv, it 
is the instability of their aged societv 'that 
creates various tensions. Tempornrilv thev have 
resorted to* a masked existence, but inwardly 
they view the entire panorama passing before

I have seen Dr. Roper before. I 
have heard of him a long time ago. 

But It was only yesterday that 
I had the chance to talk to 'him. 
While Daily's Ed Costiner was in 
the process of breaking bulbs one 
after another. Dr. Roper, Secretary 
General of the PICAO was telling 
his story, that of a great but mod- 
est man. 

Question: I hear you were in the 
French Air Force during the First 
World War. ... 

Answer: Oh, yes, I am an old 
pilot. At the end of the last war 
I was commanding a fighter squad- 
ron, 

Q. You have been awarded tev- 
eral decorations, haven't you? 

A. (In a perfectly natural voice): 
Well, I have seventeen of them, 
among which the CB.E. and the 
lait I got from the Dutch Govt, in 
May, the Croix de Commandeur de 
l'Ordre d'Orange et Nassau. . . . 

Q. Will you please outline your 
activities before you become 
PICAO't Secretary General? 

A. I, rep resented France at lève- 
rai International Conferences, I 
attended the Washington Naval 
Conference in 1921, and the Peace

Political Comment 



Someone at the last veterans' 
meeting compared a Government 
policy to a "brick wall." Other per- 
sons holding that tame view of 
official decisions as impersonal, im- 
mutable entitles will feel that Mr. 
Duplessis' second statement on the 
Roncarelli Case firmly closes the 
issue. 

Far from settling the opposition 
to hii peremptory counes,. the 
Attorney General'i issuance gives 
the people of Quebec new, and 
possibly even greater, cause for 
alarm. While making no retrac- 
tion on his earlier extra-judicial 
condemnation of a man legally 
charged with' no crime, he now 
characterizes the natural opposition 
to his act "Communist inspired.'.' 

Anyone who has read accounts 
of happenings in Germany in 1933. 
particularly the Reichstag Fire 
convictions, will be familiar with 
this type of remark. The frequent 
occurrence of the word "Jew"' in 
the abusive shouts of the sample 
crowd of Duplessis supporters which 
attempted to close by intimidation 
the Civil Liberties League protest 
meeting supplies a missing piece 
to fill out a classic pattern. 

Undoubtedly both Communists 
and Jews have Joined In the pro 
test against the Attorney General'i 
arbitrary aetioni; this' is only rea 
sonable since, as conspicuous min 
orities, they are among those moit 
Immediately aubject to further actt 
of oppreision. 

I do not believe, as many have 
rather wildly stated, that Mr. 
DupIesiU intends to make himself 
a dictator. I do, however, find the 
behavior of Mr. Duplessis and his 
follower! identical with that of men 
who have tried to establish dic- 
tatorship!. 

It li hard to break an authori- 
tarian pattern, even for the men 
who have imposed it. If not checked 
in Itt early and apparently insig- 
nificant authoritarian counes, tuch 
a body of men reachei a stage in 
which it cannot retreat, and must 
ute increasing violence to irmln- 
taln itself. For thli reaion, the 
present ado— in Quebec and on this 
campus — is not about nothing; and 
the maintenance and increase of 
the protest now begun is to the 
welfare of every perion in the 
province. 

Meanwhile, we may be iure Mr. 
Duplessis' party will not be idle; 
we already tee the utual man- 
oeuvres to divide the civil liberty 
supporters by planting auipicions 
among them. Thii It not the firtt 
community to run the danger of 
fattening a Fascitt Scylla through 
panic avoidance of a Communiât 
Charybdif. 

Irrelevant issues of language and 
religion have already been brought 
in. 

I believe that on the McGill cam- 
pui the common fear ii not of the 
minority icipegoats themselves but 
of being identified with them. Much 
of the notorious inactivity of our 
students li due to an adolescent 
anxiety to keep inside the nebu- 
lous boundariei of "good form," 
which are crosted, I am told, even

1B21 LAW 

The law under which Paris was 
charged • Sunday was passed • In 
1021, after the 1010 baseball scandal 
Involving Chicago White Sox, and 
makes it a felony to "bribe, at- 
tempt , to bribe or otherwise influ- 
ence the outcome of a professional 
sports contest". 

The penalty is one of five years' 
imprisonment, a $10,000 fine or 
both. 

One effect of this scandal is à 
probable boom for the All-America 
Conference, a rival U.S. pro foot- 
ball league.

Encouragement to 
Canadian Music 



Sic Ernest MacMlllan as Chair- 
man of the Board of Judges today 
announced the names of the four 
Canadian composers chosen for the 
194$ Awards in the annual competi- 
tion sponsored by the Composers 
Authors and Publishers Association 
of Canada (CAPAC), for Canadian 
composers of serious music. A max- 
imum of five awards of $100.00 each 
are offered every year. 

The winners are not graded ac- 
cording to the merit of their works. 
Mentioned in alphabetical order, 
they are Mrs. Jean Coulthard Ad- 
ams of Vancouver for her 'SON- 
ATA FOR 'CELLO AND PIANO"; 
Mrs. Mlnuetta Borek of Calgary for 
a delightful piano composition en- 
titled "BALLET SONATINA"; Mr. 
Alexander Broti, the well-known 
Montreal, composer who entered a 
"SYMPHONIC POEM" for full or- 
chestra; and also from Quebec, Sis- 
ter Paul du Crucifix of Outremont 
for her ;'SYMPHONIE POUR 
GRAND-ORGUE". 

"Speaking In general" Sir Ernest 
said, "this year's works are more 
mature than those submitted in the 
previous competitions." He voiced 
the regret of the Judges that they 
were ' unable to agree on a fifth 
award. 

Two-thirds of the entries emanat- 
ed from the provinces of Ontario 
and Quebec, in about equal propor- 
tion. British Columbia came next 
and the middle west and the Marl- 
times were worthily represented. 

Since the time of Bach down to 
the present day, most of the fame 
and honours in the world of musi- 
cal composition have fallen to men, 
but Canada is producing some very 
talented women composers. Three 
of CAPAC's Awards for last year 
went to women. On that occasion a 
sixth work was considered worthy 
of special recognition and an addi- 
tional prize was given. Of the four 
awards just announced, three go to 
women composers. 

Associated with Sir Ernest Mae- 
Millan on the Board of Judges are 
the following, Dr. Henley Willan 
and Prof. Leo Smith of the Faculty 
of Music at the University of Tor- 
onto, Mr. Ettore Mazzoleni, Princi- 
pal of the Toronto Conservatory of 
Music, Dr. J. J. Gagnier of Mont- 
real, Mr. Godfrey Hewitt, Organist 
of Christ Church Cathedral, Ot- 
tawa, and Mr. H. T. Jamieson, Pre- 
sident of CAPAC.

To those ends we believe 
that I government should ; seek to 
create conditions under which the 
maximum volume of employment 
and the maximum national income 
may be assured through the Initia- 
tive and enterprise of the people

IN DEFENCE OF LAWYERS

It Is apparently the simplicity of 
generalizations that Is so attractive 
to simple minds which makes Mr, 
Macintosh come forth with the 
statement "—how prone lawyers 
are. to rationalize almost any hard 
won right out of existence".

Indeed politically conscious 
lawyers because of their Intimate 
relationship with the law know all 
too well the precarious position of 
civil liberties In the law; and are 
first to clarify and make issue the 
devious onslaughts on their hard 
won existence. It is in the torpi- 
tude of the general populace to 
wards minority rights rather than 
in. .the. machinations of individual 
lawyers that the threat to civil lib- 
erties lies. "The price of liberty 
Is eternal vigitance." 

While "Sir George" Macintosh 
Is waving his righteous sword at 
the "dragon" constituted by the 
legal profession In general Uhelr 
"perfidlty" proven as a • class by 
the opinion expressed In a letter 
by one lawyer, Mr. Tyndale), 
might he not take time out to note 
that on the very same page of the 
very same Dally in which his own 
letter appeared, two other lawyers, 
Messrs. T. Bleckley and R. H. Jay, 
quite independently, were fighting 
a more practical battle in the cause 
of civil liberties. 

Finally as to Mr. Macintosh'/ 
gallant attribution of our interna 
tional . difficulties "to the presence 
of an excessive number of lawyers 
at conferences", one hesitates to 
stoop to answer this ridiculous 
"cart-before-the-horse" argument. 
But perhaps we can* sympathize 
with his aversion to the «processes 
of a complex civilization and so 
ciety and long with him for the 
return of the good old days when 
life was as simple as trading beads 
with unwary Indians.
